MBROISE VOLLARD is de- 
A cidedly a man of mystery—-a 
man who it is reputed has 
little appreciation of art, but wao 
still owns one of the most valuable 
Cezanne-Degas-Renoir collections in 
the world. In a silent and reputed 
haunted house in the Rue de Mar- 
tignac, Paris, this art miser of the 
century lives. 

One would almost doubt the ex- 
istence of M. Vollard, as it is almost 
impossible to see him. The concierge 
insists that no one of that name lives 
in the queer house. 

But, taken unaware, 
Vollard will suspiciously consent to 
an interview. One follows the gruff, 
silent little man through a series of 
halls lined with paintings to his 
dining room, where the walls are cov- 
ered with some of the Cezannes and 
Renoirs which have made Vollard the 
talk of the art world today. 

From those who know him one can 
learn that Vollard as a young man 


Ambroise 


spent most of his time about the 
studios of various artists of the 
period, especially around Renoir’s, 
earning a sketch by some menial task. 
Vollard’s constant persistence with 
the great painter was rewarded by 


having Renoir paint two portraits of 


him. 


But the quaintest story relates how 
Renoir, annoyed by Vollard’s constant 
requests, finally said, “Very well, but 
the only way I could possibly consent 
to paint your portrait would be as a 
bullfighter.” He hoped to silence hi 
admirer, but the next morning Vol 
lard appeared in full regalia, and the 
painting was made. 

Vollard is more than a collector— 
he is a picture miser. He has a 
paternal affection for his great col- 
lection. But he seems to fear that 
the occupant of every motor that stops 
at his door has come on a dire mission 
to kidnap one or more of his beloved 
paintings.

HARLIE CHAPLIN, after a three years’ absence from 

the screen, has come back to us with a rush—“The 

Gold Rush,” in fact. Here are the same funny shoes, 
baggy pants, mincing walk, dapper cane and expressive 
mustache. All are the same—but a much finer and greater 
artist than was Charles Spencer Chaplin is this droll chap, 
Charlie Chaplin. 

“The Gold Rush” came to New York ‘at the Strand 
Theatre at the witching hour of midnight—a special per- 
formance—with a brilliant audience of stage and screen 
stars, greater and lesser lights, present to laugh and cry 
and pay their homage to Charlot. 

From beginning to end “The Gold Rush” showed Charlie 
as the world has grown to know and love him. He has a 
way of making terrifying things funny to the spectator, 
such as the sequence with the house wabbling on the preci- 
pice. He is funny, tragi-humorous and wistfully pathetic 
in every pose and gesture. And when the moment came 
when he boiled and devoured his shoe to keep from starva- 
tion the audience shared his grief with honest merriment. 


“The Gold Rush” has more of a story than has been 
Chaplin’s habit to give to his photoplays.

And Charlie is the lone fortune 
hunter who stumbles into the millionaire class while he 
shovels snow for a bare living. 

But it was Charlie Chaplin’s night of triumph—a night 
when a great artist proudly displayed a fine serio-comic 
work of cinema art. As an actor Charlie stands on un- 
disputed territory in his own field, and he is himself, 
wholly and persuasively. He has not forgotten in three 
years—he has learned. Georgia Hale, as the girl, gives 
quite the best support the comedian has ever found in 2 
leading woman.
